Selectman Baker was pleased at the turnout at this meeting and the 
enthusiastic response. Everyone who was invited came with the 
exception of the Southborough Business Association. However, 
Selectman Baker did talk to Jonathan Carey (President of SBA). He 
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hopes everyone's enthusiasm remains. The Selectmen will try to 
limit the size of the committee - 30 would be difficult to 
control. 


8:30 p.m. to 8:40 p.m. Elaine Beals, Chairman of the Open Space 
Preservation Commission, stated that the Commission will be 
applying for a grant and gave a brief presentation. Mrs. Beals 
asked for the Board's approval and will have a copy ready for 
their signature at the end of the week if they so approve. 


Selectman Baker made a MOTION, seconded by Selectman McAuliffe, 
that the Board of Selectmen endorse the grant application as 
requested by the Open Space Preservation Commission. VOTE: 2 to 
O in favor. 


8:41 p.m. to 8:55 p.m. Helen Wilson, Chairman of the Senior 
Citizens, discussed bussing for the elderly. Southborough is the 
only town that does not have a bussing service except for 
Gulbankian's on Wednesday morning. There is a regional service 
which the town can join but it has to be voted on at Town Meeting. 
It is funded 75% by the Federal Government and 25% comes off the 
cherry sheet. Central Dispatching is in Westborough. This would 
be a mini-bus with passengers paying 50 cents for in-town service 
and $1.00 for out of town service. Mrs. Wilson will get in touch 
with Administrative Assistant Janice Conlin to discuss how joining 
this regional group can be accomplished. 


8:56 p.m. The Board unanimously VOTED to recess the meeting and 
reopen at @ 9:15 p.m. at the Town House, 17 Common Street. 


9:10 p.m. Board reopened the Selectmen's Meeting in the General 
Office, second floor of the Town House, in order to meet with the 
Personnel Board. 


Present for the Selectmen: Chairman Pro Tem Thomas W. McAuliffe 
Selectman William D. Baker and Executive Secretary Marjorie R. 
Putnam. 


Personnel Board members present: Chairman William Davis, members 
Dennis Doyle, Joan Loring, and Secretary Eleanor MacLauchlan. 


Selectmen stated that the Personnel Board should continue as a 
Board as they still play a very important role. All agreed that 
although the Salary Administration Plan needs to be revised as the 
responsibility of the Personnel Board has shrunk, it is still a 
working document. 


Olney's recent proposal submitted to the Selectmen on February 7 
was discussed. It was agreed to put Olney's whole package offer 
in the budget of the Personnel Board. Subjects covered would be: 
(1) Employee Handbook, (2) Recruitment and Selection Procedures, 
and (3) Performance Evaluation System. 
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Selectman McAuliffe stated negotiations with the new clerical 
union would begin on February 15, 
Personnel Board informed as to progress. If there is a problem in 
negotiating, Selectmen will hire a professional negotiator.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Wednesday, February 15, 1989 


6:45 p.m. Meeting convened in Conference Room A, first floor of 
the Town House. 


Present: Chairman Pro Tem Thomas WW. McAuliffe and Selectman 
William D. Baker. 


Absent: Chairman Lorraine C. Keller (in hospital),Administrative 
Assistant Janice C. Conlin and Executive Secretary Marjorie R. 
Putnam. 


Purpose of meeting: To discuss status of site plan of AAA Trucking 
Corp. and Holmes Transportation, Inc. located at .162 Cordaville 
Road. 


Transcription from 2/15/89 tape.... 


Selectman McAuliffe: First item of business is a response to a 
letter that is addressed to Jack Frain, Director of Maintenance, 
Holmes Transportation, Inc., 30 Lyman Street, Westborough, MA. 
[letter dated February 9, 1989 was read in its entirety.] Also, 
let the record show that a letter was also addressed to Thomas J. 
Patefield, New England Regional Operations Manager, 310 Harborside 
Boulevard, Cranston, RI. [letter dated February 9, 1989 was read 
in its entirety.] 


Gentlemen, to summarize basically, we are going back to, I believe 
it was, July of last year, when Holmes Transportation was in 
somewhat of a bind and had to find new quarters and came to the 
Selectmen. At that time it was agreed that a site plan, if my 
memory serves me right, would have to be held and Agreement says: 
[Agreement dated 8/4/88 signed by Holmes Transportation, Inc. and 
AAA Trucking Corporation was read in its entirety.] Also, August 
10, 1988 I have a letter addressed to Holmes Transportation Inc. 
[sic][actually, it was addressed to AAA Trucking Corporation and 
read in its entirety. ] 


Selectman Baker: May I make a suggestion, Mr. McAuliffe, that we 
have two new faces from the last time we met, if we could ask the 
individuals to introduce themselves and in what capacity they are 
here. 


Selectman McAuliffe: Sure. 


Michael C. Fee: My name is Michael Fee. I am with the firm of 
Fine & Ambrogne and I represent Bonsco Inc. Since November of 1988 
Bonsco has been the landlord at the Cordaville Road site. I'm 
here today to answer any questions and concerns that the board 
might have concerning Bonsco's responsibilities at the site and 
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also to pledge our cooperation to see that this unacceptable 
situation is rectified as soon as possible. 


Selectmen McAuliffe: Michael, what was the date again? 


Michael C. Fee: November 28, 1988 a transaction between AAA and 
Bonsco left Bonsco the holder of the landlord's interest of the 
property. 


John Friel: I'm John Friel, Regional Manager. 


Selectman McAuliffe: It is my understanding as we meet this 
evening that, well let me say this, where are we as we meet this 
evening regarding the site plan process? 


John Friel: After our last discussion, we agreed to go ahead and 
hire a reviewing engineer and the cost would be split between 
Holmes and AAA for the site plan so we hired Central Mass. 
Engineering. They have completed the survey work. They came back 
the first time and they hadn't done the perimeter. I guess you 
had to go another 300' out on the perimeter so then they came back 
and that is now complete. At this point Central Mass. would await 
AAA and Holmes to get together for a preliminary meeting before 
going to the Planning Board. That's where we stand right now. As 
to whether they are going to like the simple things like shrubs 
versus a fence on their perimeter or whatever. So the site plan 
is completed as far as the engineering firm is concerned. 


Selectman McAuliffe: Okay. Has anything been submitted to the 
Planning Board? 


John Friel: Not yet. We talked to a member of the Planning 
Board. The engineer was here and talked to a member of the 
Planning Board and at that point that is when he said we would 
have to do a perimeter survey. So they preceeded to do that and 
that's completed now. 


Selectman McAuliffe: So that has been completed and has that 
information been supplied to the Planning Board? 


John Friel: No. 

Selectman McAuliffe: Can you tell me when it going to be? 

John Friel: Right now the engineer is awaiting AAA and Holmes to 
get together so that they can talk about the site plan and any 
preliminary things they want to do on the site plan and then bring 
it to the Town. 


Selectman McAuliffe: Okay and how long is that going to take?

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Michael C. Fee: Sir, I don't understand. If there are only 
small matters concerning where shrubbery is going to be placed and 
other things like that, I don't see where a meeting with the 
engineers would be necessary. At this time we are prepared to 
allow you to submit the plan to the Planning Board as is. 


John Friel: Well, it's up to you also, I believe, since you are 
half responsible for this at this point to be in agreement since 
you are going to pay for half of the site plan. I would think 
that you would want to at least have some input into it as to what 
has been done. 


Michael C. Fee: Well at this point, I would just advise you and 
the Board that the time is long past for discussing the site plan. 
I believe it was August that you took possession of the premises 
and it has been quite a number of months that the town has been 
waiting for this site plan. I think it's necessary to point out 
that in a modification to the Lease Agreement which accompanied 
the agreement governing the site plan, you also agreed that Holmes 
Transportation would take such action at its expense in order to 
obtain approval of the site plan and to obtain the Certificate of 
Occupancy. I would suggest to you, sir, that that places the onus 
on you to go to the Planning Board now if you want to have this 
process rolled along. I think that we have waited too long and I 
would. submit this language to the Board for its review and it is 
paragraph 6 of the modification agreement. It is a modification 
to the lease which accompanied the agreement between AAA Trucking 
and Holmes for the site plan. To the extent that Mr. Friel 
suggests that it our monetary responsibility, I would suggest to 
the Board that who or who does not pay for the site plan is not a 
material element. What is material is that the site plan is 
submitted and that is clearly on Holmes to do that and whether or 
not we have differences over who pays for the site plan. That is 
an issue to be dealt with between the parties and not something 
that should involve the Board. 


Selectman Baker: I certainly see the material issue as being the 
site plan getting submitted and not who pays for it. We felt that 
in August that we needed to resolve this, not only to accommodate 
you, but to accommodate the neighbors and the existing by-laws in 
terms of site plan requirements and gave Holmes a time frame to 
work within and now it's coming up on February and what we've 
heard, and I am going to raise it, I am not sure it is 
appropriate, that there has been some change in the future for 
Holmes in that building. If that is so, we don't want to get 
caught as a Board in allowing whatever change has occurred in the 
relationship between you and AAA to prolong the site plan process 
and delay it further still. I guess I would be as direct as to 
ask Holmes (a) if you intend to stay in that building and (b) if 
you do, when you submit the site plan process which we hope will 
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be decided upon tonight, do you intend to follow through on that 
site plan by implementing the requirements that go along with it. 


Jack Frain (Holmes): As of right now, yes, we would hope to stay 
there. We are a little uncertain regarding the change in the 
ownership that is taking place here. I am not fully aware of who 
owns what at this point. We certainly want to stay there. I just 
felt that Triple A again would want to have input, or the owners 
of the property would want to have input as to what - when you 
submit a site plan there are certain things that are on that site 
plan that you want to specify if you own the property and the 
building, you would want to say, ‘Well, I would like to have it 
this way or that way.' I don't feel as a tenant that it is up to 
us to specify what color fence you are going to have or if you are 
going to have a fence or if you are going to have shrubberies. 
Those things may seem like small issues, but I think the person 
who owns the property should have some input into that. 


Sel. Baker: Michael, do you feel uncomfortable at all in 
predicting the future as far as the lease is concerned, or could 
you tell us what the concrete terms of the lease are at this time? 


Michael Fee: First of all, the lease term expires in August of 
1989. At this time, Holmes Transportation is in default of the 
lease for nonpayment of rent. I have sent a notice of default to 
Holmes Transportation and I have received a return receipt. I 
sent it to three addresses of Holmes Transportation. All three 
receipts were returned. So I know they are aware of the default. 
At this time, under the terms and conditions of the lease, Bonsco 
has the right to terminate the lease. I can't represent today to 
the Board that my client will, indeed, terminate the lease, but I 
can tell the Board that it is a very real possibility at this 
point. 


Sel. Baker: At will? 


Michael Fee: Let me give you a copy of the lease and I can direct 
you to the specific provision which enables the landlord to 
terminate with five days' notice upon the tenant's default and 
that is Sections 19 and 20 of the lease. Provisions 19 and 20, it 
is a little confusing. The first part of the lease is the 
original with the handwriting on it. It is slightly illegible in 
some parts so I have attached a draft in order to help you read 
the boilerplate language. However, in the middle of the package 
that I gave you, you will find the rider which were part of the 
original lease agreement. The rider's paragraph 19 and 20 clearly 
enables Bonsco to terminate after notice of default. Notice of 
default has been given. Termination is a definite possibility. 
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Sel. McAuliffe: It would appear to me that the responsibility for 
the site plan is, in fact, up to Holmes. If, in fact, the owner 
of that property does not wish to review what you are doing on 
that site plan, that is no concern of the Town of Southborough. My 
concern and my responsibility is to insure that we abide by the 
by-laws of the Town of Southborough and that a site plan is going 
to proceed as we agreed originally when you were in dire straits 
and had to get in there very quickly. We agreed to allow you to 
do that with the stipulation that we would as quickly as possible 
proceed and complete the site plan process. That has not been 
done. That is my only concern. I am not concerned about the 
lease. I am not concerned about anything. I am concerned about 
one thing, that's the site plan process so that you don't get into 
a jam and we don't get into a jam and if you are going to stay 
there, you can continue to operate there. If you are not going to 
stay there, that's a horse of a different color. Regardless of 
what transpires there, I have got to be satisfieid that you are 
going to proceed with the site plan. If you are not going to 
proceed with the site plan process, I want to know about that so 
that this Board can take the appropriate action. I just want to 
be up front with you and honest with you and tell you where I am 
coming from. 


Sel. Baker: Mr. McAuliffe, I go one step further in light of the 
time period that has gone on here, I suggest that we give Holmes 
Transportation a deadline of Friday or Monday of next week to 
submit the site plan and get this thing going. If that doesn't 
happen, or if the site plan is deemed inadequate again and cause a 
further delay, that we put Town Counsel in touch with Mr. Fee in 
an effort to try to remove the tenants in accordance with the 
Agreement that we signed back in August to try to bring this thing 
to a close. I am not sure that we can tolerate this situation 
much longer. I will put that in the form of a Motion if you would 
like. 


Selectman McAufliffe: Yes. 


Selectman Baker: I make a MOTION that we instruct Holmes 
Transportion to submit the site plan application by Wednesday, 
February 22, and that if the site plan is not submitted by 
Wednesday, February 22, or is submitted and deemed inadequate, 
that we will put Town Counsel in touch with Attorney Michael Fee 
to try and bring about the removal of the tenants in accordance 
with the Agreement that was executed on August 4, 1988. 


Selectman McAuliffe: I will second that MOTION. Any further 
discussion? 


Jack Frain (Holmes): I would only ask for clarification of the 
process of site plan submission. Is it submitted to the Town 
Counsel or to the Planning Board or what is the procedure should 
Holmes Transportation elect to go ahead and submit a site plan? 
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Selectman Baker: We can give you a copy of the site plan process. 
Jack Frain (Holmes): I would appreciate that. 


Selectman McAuliffe: We will supply you with a copy of that 
tomorrow. The form will have to be filled out. That is the 
process. It will go to the Planning Board, the Highway 
Department, the Water Department, etc. The Planning Board rules 
on it, all the boards rule on it. Public Hearing is held upstairs 
at which time the proponents come forth and say what they are 
going to do which should be a very simple matter and it should be 
wrapped up. It is not a major show. The major show is not having 
a site plan. That is where the problem comes in. 

Selectman McAuliffe: Motion has been made and seconded. All in 
favor say ‘Aye'. 


VOTE: 2 to 0 in favor. Motion carried. 
(end of transcription) 


7:04 p.m. Board voted to adjourn the meeting. 


7:04 p.m. Board voted to go back into session. 
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APPOINTMENT. Margaret A. Reid, 8 Main Street, was appointed by a 
2 to O vote as a member of the Youth Commission to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of William D. Baker, her term to 
expire in May 1989.

Selectman Baker wants to contact a couple of the key 
players this week to ask them to submit a proposal as to the size 
and makeup of the committee. It seems important to include some 
people who are not already members of boards and commissions so 
that there is some citizen representation. This hopefully will be 
ready by the next meeting of the Board of Selectmen.

MINUTES APPROVED 


MOTION was made by Selectman Baker, seconded by Selectman 
McAuliffe, and VOTED 2 to O to approve Selectmen's Minutes of 
February 7 and 14, 1989. 


7:00 p.m. to 7:18 p.m. Karl Kooyoomjian (Planner Selection 
Committee) discussed the duties and priorities of the new Planner. 
Wayne Thies, Planner, and Charles Gaffney, Chairman of the 
Planning Board were present. Goals should be set and the Planning 
Board and Board of Selectmen should endorse these goals. 


7318 p.m. to 7:22 p.m. Planner Wayne Thies briefly discussed the 
grant the Open Space Preservation Commission will be applying for. 
A consultant has to be chosen. With time being so short, there 
isn't time to bring everything before the Selectmen such as the 
process of choosing of a consultant. Selectmen informed Mr. Thies 
that at the Selectmen's meeting of February 14, they voted to 
endorse the grant application as requested by Elaine Beals, 
Chairman of the Open Space Preservation Commission. Therefore, 
the Selectmen will endorse any consultant the Commission selects. 


7:45 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. Site Plan Hearing was held on application 
by Mark's Moving Service, Inc., 175 Boston Road (Map 47, Lots 10, 
11, 13B) proposing change of use, additional parking, alteration 
of drainage system. 


Jeffrey Grossman, representing the applicant, gave his 
presentation. Certified Mail Receipts were in order. Of the 
7,200 s.f. which will be utilized, 5,000 s.f. will be storage 
space, 1,200 s.f. office space and 1,000 s.f. retail space. 


Judy Brown of H. K. Dodge Associates, Inc. (architects and 
engineers) discussed drainage, landscaping, lights, etc. Septic 
and well will remain the same. Approvals from the Site Plan 
Boards were noted: Building Inspector, Board of Health, Fire 
Chief, Conservation Commission, and Water Department (no town

water). Letters read into the record were: (1) 2/21/89 letter 
from Rollins Leasing Corp. stated they have no problem with the 
water running from the connecting property (Lew Horton) onto and 
through their property at 179 Boston Road. (2) 2/14/89 Planning 
Board letter recommended approval subject to the satisfactory 
resolution of all items in S E A's letter of 2/10/89 and subject 
to the developer revising the plan to address five listed items of 
concern. (3) 2/21/89 letter from Highway Supt. John Boland 
stating that he will defer to S E A Consultants' report of 2/10/89 
and 2/17/89. Mr. Boland's concern is with the detention pond and 
its maintenance. (4) 2/10/89 and 2/17/89 reports from S E A. 


Ken Buckland of S E A Consultants Inc. discussed SEA's reports. 
They feel the proponant has addressed all concerns. The detention 
pond on private property should not be any problem as its 
maintenance is the responsibility of the owner. Since there isn't 
a large change in the use of the operation, due to the paving of 
additional hottop, the detention pond is required. Mr. Grossman 
stated that he would like to recalculate the drainage 
calculations, look at the car parking - perhaps a combination of 
grass and gravel - and look at what that does in relation to the 
detention area and see if it can be reduced and possibly be 
eliminated. 


Since the detention pond seems to be a concern, Selectman Baker 
made a MOTION, seconded by Selectman McAuliffe, and VOTED 2 to O 
to continue the Site Plan Hearing until 8:15 p.m. on February 28. 


8:30 p.m. to 9:15 p.m. Site Plan Hearing was held on _ the 
application of Framingham Savings Bank, Firmin Avenue (Map 48, Lot 
27) proposing to construct 38,500 s.f. office building at town 
line of Southborough/Framingham. Approximately 1/2 of building 
(18,550 s.f.) and 81 parking spaces will be in Southborough. 


William Jackson of Spaulding & Co. Inc., representing the 
applicant as its Development Manager, gave the presentation. 
Others representing the applicant were: Michael Holland of Symmes, 
Maini & McKee Associates, Inc. (architects/engineers), and Mr. 
Donahue, President of Framingham Savings Bank. 


Certified Mail Receipts were in order. Mr. Jackson presented to 
the Board aa copy of the 9/90 Crossing Hydrological Calculations. 


This will be the site for the corporate headquarters location. The 
bank is not planning any retail branch outlet at its new 
headquarters. 


Site Board approvals were noted:

Charles Gaffney, Chairman of the Planning Board, was present. 
-.-Spaulding's letters of 1/11/89 and 1/30/89 were read re 
the building having a 4th floor only on the Framingham side; 
3 floors on the Southborough side. 


Ken Buckland of S E A Consultants Inc. discussed SEA's letters of 
report dated 2/7 and 2/15/89. Mr. Buckland stated that an opinion 
of the 9/90 Hydrological Report should be requested of Framingham. 
Highway Supt. Boland stated he would also like Framingham's 
opinion on this report. 


A representative from Consolidated Group (across the _ street) 
stated that they were concerned about the traffic. 


Questions were asked about the status of the reconstruction of the 
interesection of Firmin/Boston Road. The answer was that there 
are no immediate plans. 


MOTION was made by Selectman Baker, seconded by Selectman 
McAuliffe, and VOTED (2 to 0O): to approve the site plan as 
submitted with the following conditions: 


(1) That we receive some confirmation from the Town of 
Framingham that they have accepted and approved the CAM Study; 


(2) That the curb cut permits are acquired; and 


(3) That any additional conditions that might be enforced by 
the Town of Framingham be coordinated with the Town of 
Southborough prior to final approval of the site plan. 


9:15 p.m. to 9:25 p.m. Fire Chief Frank Aspinwall presented to 
the Board and explained a Proposed Fee Schedule increasing the 
fees for Gasoline Storage Permits, Fuel and Diesel Oil Storage 
Permits, Propane Gas Storage Permits, Oil Burner Permits, Blasting 
Permits, Tank Installation Permits, Tank Removal Permits, Tank 
Truck Permits, Black and Smoke Poweder Storage Permits, Sprinkler

As recommended by Highway Superintendent John W. Boland, the Board 
unanimously voted to grant to COM/GAS a Permit to Open Lower Sears 
Road (from M.D.C. easement to House #19) to extend existing main. 
This vote includes a provision that the Permit is issued with the 
provision that the issue of Permanent pavement and/or contribution 
be the Town's decision. 


TRANSFER STATION RULES & REGULATIONS 


Board discussed FY 90 Rules and Regulations (effective July 1, 
1989). Changes are: (1) only one sticker required - on back of 
vehicle, (2) garbage will be accepted if it is wrapped securely in 
newspaper, (3) check with Operator for the dumping of heavy metal 
items as this area is now closed. 


Highway Supt. John Boland wanted also to change the hours for the 
Transfer Station to be open from Wednesday through Saturday from 
8:00 am to 6:00 p.m. 


Selectman Baker made a MOTION to approve the Transfer Station 
Rules & Regulations as proposed by Highway Superintendent John 
Boland. This Motion died for lack of a second. 


Chairman McAuliffe made a MOTION, seconded by Selectman Keller, to 
approve the Transfer Rules & Regulations as submitted by Highway 
Superintendent John Boland minus the change in the opening 
schedule of the Transfer Station "Wednesday through Saturday from 
8:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m." Schedule to remain unchanged. VOTE: 
Chairman McAuliffe and Selectman Keller for; Selectman Baker 
against. Motion carried. 
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7:45 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. Public Hearing on dog complaint - Carol 
Maloney (59 Flagg Road) et al vs. Kenneth H. Sutherland (56 Flagg 
Road). Chairman McAuliffe swore in the following who planned to 
testify: Donald and Renate Heaton (5 Tara Road), Mary Narice (61 
Flagg Road), Carol Maloney (59 Flagg Road), Walter Laptewicz (60 
Flagg Road), Animal Control Officer Charles F. Hamel (224 Boston 
Road), and Kenneth Sutherland (56 Flagg Road). 


ACO's report dated May 9, 1989 was read into the record. 
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ACO Hamel stated that Mr. Sutherland received many warnings. In 
view of this dog being a nuisance, Mr. Hamel recommended that the 
dog should be restrained completely - 100% of the time. 


Mr. Sutherland admitted that he was negligent in letting his dog 
run loose with no supervision. 


After listening to all the evidence from all of the above, the 
Selectmen unanimously VOTED to find the dog of Kenneth H. 
Sutherland of 56 Flagg Road, Southborough, Massachusetts, a public 
nuisance in the Town of Southborough; and further that said dog 
has violated the relevant sections of the Code of the Town of 
Southborough pertaining to constraint; and further to impose upon 
the owner of said dog an ORDER that the dog owned by Mr. 
Sutherland be restrained on a permanent basis. Failure to comply 
with this Order under MGL C. 140: one hundred dollars ($100). 


8:15 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. Police Chief William J. Colleary discussed 
his reasons for using a police cruiser at details. Chief Colleary 
believes it aids in the safety of the public, the safety of the 
police officer and the safety for the workmen. When the 
travelling public see a police car they automatically slow down, 
especially on Route 9. The cruiser is used only in an emergency. 
“Selectmen suggested that perhaps the Town could be reimbursed for 
‘the cost of the gasoline used. Chief will report back to the 
Board on this issue. 


—*8330 p.m. to 8:50 p.m. Police Chief Colleary and Highway 
-Superintendent John Boland discussed crosswalks in the downtown 
area. Pictures were presented showing crosswalks and signs in the 
downtown areas of Framingham, Ashland and Marlborough. Jaywalking 
was also discussed. The crosswalks will be painted at the agreed 
intersections and appropriate signs will be erected. Highway 
Supt. said this should be done within a week. 
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Board noted May 9 letter from Highway Supt. John Boland regarding 
the fact that both ATM 1989 and the results of the Town Election 
left Mr. Boland without any funds to either replace or repair his 
1974 front end loader. ACTION: Selectmen will discuss this 
matter with the Advisory Committee on May 30, 1989. 


Board noted May 2 letter from Christopher T. Mabley, Headmaster of 
Saint Mark's School stating that the school has no active plans at 
present for developing any land. 
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Board noted letters from the American Lung Association regarding a 
Teen Bicycle Trek on Saturday, June 3 starting and ending in 
Westborough and travelling the length of Southville Road in 
Southborough. 


Board noted May 9 letter from the Planning Board regarding the 
efforts of the MetroWest Growth Management Committee and the 
cooperation from Ashland regarding reconstruction of Oak Street in 
Ashland an agreement was reached to maintain two-way traffic 
throughout the reconstruction period in Ashland and thus avoided 
the alternate access through Southborough on Rt. 85 which is under 
construction. 


Board noted claim of Randi L. Gagne for damage to her vehicle on 
March 23 at the intersection of Rt. 85 and Rt. 30. Board also 
noted Highway Supt. Boland's letter regarding this incident. Mr. 
Boland stated that sufficient warning was provided and this 
incident is a matter between Mrs. Gagne and her insurance company. 
Selectman Baker asked that in the future he would appreciate a 
copy of all damage claims filed with the Town Clerk. 


Board discussed the still open matter of the Bridge Street bridge, 
whether or not to ask that it be closed. Highway Supt. Boland 
would like it to stay open for safety reasons.

Since this bridge is also owned in part by the Town of Hopkinton, 
this has to be also discussed with the Hopkinton Board of 
Selectmen. Selectmen asked the Administrative Assistant to set up 
a meeting in June with the Hopkinton Board of Selectmen and invite 
the residents of that area to attend.

Mr. Boland said he 
will address the sign problem and will perhaps put up a "DEAD END" 
sign. Police Chief Colleary will address the vehicles not 
stopping at the Stop Sign and the trucks. Residents are also 
concerned for the safety of the children walking to the school bus 
stop since there are no sidewalks in the area.

He also expressed a concern that the 
message being sent to the other departments would be that if you 
do not address a known need until it is a crisis, your budget 
remains intact and under a crisis situation the need is funded. 
Jack Ford of the School Committee countered that by stating this 
was the last project to be addressed to comply with handicapped 
access over a period of ten years. The schools had in place a 
plan and this was the last phase in that plan.

Electric Co. to place one pole on the 
westerly side of Newton Street at a point approximately 1,089 feet 
north of Main Street. Remove two existing poles on the westerly 
side of Newton Street. Due to the NET Co. strike, a 
representative could not attend this hearing. Since no abutters 
appeared for or against the placing of the new J.0O. Pole or the 
removal of the existing J. O. poles, the Board unanimously VOTED 
to approve the petition. 


7:45 p.m. to 7:50 p.m. Discussion re Water Commissioners' request 
to place an article in the STM Warrant. The Chairman of the Board 
of Commissioners telephoned Chairman McAuliffe that he could not 
attend this meeting due to a work commitment. This article 
(Article 4) asks the Town to vote to transfer from Water 
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Department Surplus $68,500 to install a 12 inch water main across 
Northboro Road Bridge. The Water Commissioners proposes that they 
tie the water from one end of the bridge to the other where the 
developer has agreed to pick it up from the intersection there and 
take it up to his property. They have asked Town Counsel as to 
whether or not an agreement could be reached with the A. J. Lane 
Company which originally agreed to bring water over that bridge. 


The Water Commissioners have not made a final decision on this 
Article and it may be withdrawn at the Special Town Meeting. 


8:15 p.m. to 8:25 p.m. James Williamson discussed Chapter 774 and 
A. J. Lane's Sears Road property. Mr. Lane could not be present 
due to other pressing business. They have 55 acres of land on 
Sears Road near Route 85. They have conventional subdivision 
approval from the Planning Board for 65 lots. Special Permit 
allows them to add 14 units for affordable units, totalling 79 
units. That plan calls for the affordable units for every third 
or fourth lot with the conventional planning. Based on market 
conditions, they want the affordable units to be on one portion of 
the subdivision and have the rest of the subdivision on another 
portion. The Zoning By-Law does not permit this option. The only 
way they can do that is through a Comprehensive Permit. A. J. 
Lane is about to submit their Site Plan application. They asked 
for this meeting tonight to alert the town officials as to their 
plans. Mr. Williamson showed on a plan the area where they 
propose to relocate the 14 affordable units. To comply with the 
rules of a Comprehensive Permit you have to have 20% subsidized. 
Therefore, there are now 17 affordable units instead of 14 units. 


Selectman Baker asked if the original plan showed a closed loop 
like the current plan with two entrances on Sears Road. Answer 
was in the affirmative. Mr. Williams said there will be three 
affordable units on Sears Road. The affordable units will cost 
approximately $75,000 to $85,000. Selectman Baker asked if any of 
the conditions agreed to in the original site plan will disappear 
if Lane proceeds with the Comprhensive Permit route, like bringing 
water to the site, etc. Mr. Williamson stated that Lane brought 
water to this site a few years ago. The only change from the 
original plans is the layout is slightly changed with the Planning 
Board approval. The Housing Authority has endorsed the project 
and the current plan. A. J. Lane has scheduled a meeting with the 
Planning Board next week. 


Selectman Keller stated that her understanding of 774 does not 
allow units to be clustered or separated from the rest of the 
subdivision. She believes it is the only feasible way but asked 
if Lane had received approval from the State EOCD to allow that as 
it states specifically that they should not be distinguishable 
from others. Mr. Williamson said that 774 does not address that. 
Selectman Keller answered that EOCD does. 
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Mr. Williamson will address that with the Zoning Board of Appeals 
Comprehensive Permit. 


Selectman Keller was concerned that Lane is going ahead without 
the State's approval. 


MOTION was made by Selectman Baker, seconded by Selectman Keller, 
and unanimously VOTED to take this question under advisement. 


8:25 p.m. Board unanimously VOTED to go into Executive Session 
with the Personnel Board in the General Office to discuss finances 
affecting the Town. The regular session will continue at the 
conclusion of the Executive Session with the Personnel Board. 


8:42 p.m. Board reconvened in the Hearing Room for the remainder 
of the regular meeting. 


9:16 to 9:40 p.m. William Davis, Chairman of the Personnel Board, 
discussed their STM 9/25/89 Article 1. Mr. Davis stated that the 
Personnel Board voted to amend the Personnel Salary Administration 
Plan, Chapter 31 of the Code of the Town of Southborough. Schedule 
A will include part-time Police Dispatchers Grade 8 (less than 20 
hours) and include Reserve Police Officers Grade 9 (less than 20 
hours). Regarding the Children's Librarian, whether or not to 
include it in Schedule A of the Salary Administration Plan, Mr. 
Davis will check with Librarian Judy Williams. The Children's

However, the problem remains. Selectman Baker would like to see 
the truck count statistics before making a decision. Selectman 
Doret maintained that trucks could be banned by both towns. This 
truck exclusion could be rescinded at a later date. Chairman 
McAuliffe would like (1) Westborough to supply us with a truck 
count, (2) input from Westborough Planning Board's meeting of 
tomorrow night, and (3) Southborough to check with Town Counsel 
Busconi and ask him if this vote to ban truck traffic could be 
changed at a later date. 


Chairman McAuliffe announced that by Tuesday, December 5, this 
problem should be resolved by then and a Vote will be taken. 


8:15 p.m. to 8:25 p.m. Michael Burnham (Chairman of Capital Budget 
Planning Committee) and CBPC member Wayne Gates asked why his 
committee was not informed, as well as the Advisory Committee, 
regarding the proposed gift by the Business Association to the 
Fire Department of a defribilator. Mr. Burnham explained that 
this equipment becomes a capital item and in the future will need 
to be replaced. He wanted to know how it became a top priority. 
Other Fire Department capital items have had to be postponed. The 
Selectmen agreed that the Capital Budget Planning Committee, as 
well as the Advisory Committee, need to be informed in the event 
of any gifts donated to the town. Therefore, a MOTION was made by 
Selectman Baker, seconded by Chairman McAuliffe, and VOTED by 2 to 
0 to send a memorandum to all department heads that any gift of 
capital items should be discussed with the Capital Budget Planning 
Committee and the Advisory Committee so that the bequest can be 
reviewed. 


8:35 p.m. to 8:50 p.m. Charles Gaffney, Chairman of the Planning 
Board, informed the Board that the revised site plan process is 
still being worked on and when it has been completed, it will then 
be brought before the Board of Selectmen for discussion. Chairman 
McAuliffe asked for the reason for turning the site plan process 
over to the Planning Board. He believes the Board of Selectmen's 
last review of the site plan is a good check and balance system. 
Mr. Gaffney stated that most all of the towns in Massachusetts 
have the Planning Board as having jurisdiction over site plans. He 
believes that since there is a full time Planner that he would 
have more time to give to the site plan process and that the 
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Planning Board should have jurigction. Nothing else would change. 
The abutters would be notified and the Selectmen, through its 
Administrative Assistant, would have input via the in-house 
meetings that are held now. 


Selectmen signed DPW Certification re State Aid Highways, Chapter 
81, to which was attached certified copies of the votes and 
appropriations taken at Town Meeting(s) for Chapter 81 roads, 
amounting to $734,560. 


Selectman Baker requested monthly progress updates from the 
following ad hoc committees: (1) Town Government Study Committee, 
(2) Human Services Committee and (3) Municipal Service Center 
Study Committee. 


Selectman Baker received a complaint regarding the Framingham Road 
MDC property where the State Police shooting range is. Administra- 
tive Assistant is to contact the MDC and ask them what their 
future plans are for this property after the State Police lease 
expires. 


Administrative Assistant Conlin gave the Board an update on Bridge 
Street bridge. Highway Superintendent Boland is planning to place 
a traffic counter there. Mr. Boland would like to repair the 
sidewalk, but he still needs to hear from Conrail. Both the Town 
of Hopkinton and the Town of Southborough want this bridge to 
remain open for safety reasons. 


Administrative Assistant Conlin is to research to get names of 
anyone interested in serving on the Town Government Study 
Committee to replace Ann Dockstader who has resigned from this 
committee.

Dear Janice: 


On December 13, 1989, during our meeting at the Southborough 
Medical Group building, you asked me to readdress the issues 


contained within you letter of July 6, 1989. I respond as 
follows: 


1. A final coat of asphalt on the south parking lot has 
been completed. 


2. The telephone poles were only relocated in the recent 
past. AS a consequence, the landscaping can not be installed 
at the present time, rather, the landscaping will be 
completed by June 30, 1990. However, if the weather allows, 
Mr. Kwan intends to complete the installation of the 
landscaping in early or mid spring. 


3. The drainage on Newton Street is partially complete, 
the remainder of the work will be completed on or before June 
30, 1990, depending on the weather. In addition, it is Mr. 
Kwan’s desire and intention to repave Newton Street from the 
entrance of the medical building to the intersection of 
Newton and Main Streets. 


4. A revised on-site drainage plan was submitted tc the 


Town and SEA Consulting engineers, and subsequently rejected. 
At the present time Mr. Kwan has engaged another engineering 
firm to review and possibly redesign the on-site drainage 
System. However, we would like to reiterate, that practically 
speaking, the existing drainage system has proved to be 
Satisfactory, a drainage problem, involving either water or 
ice, does not exist on site. 

— 5. Mr. Kwan is in the process of providing a $60,000.00 

(sixty thousand) letter of credit to the Town of 

Southborough. 
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6. The noise generated by the air-conditioning unit has 
been eliminated. 


7. The opening of the fence between the completed 
and the uncompleted portion of the building has been 
eliminated. Moreover, on December 13, 1989, the Building 
Inspector, Mr. Robert Garfield, requested that we surround 
the entire portion of the unoccupied building with a chain 
link fence; we are in the process of complying with Mr 
Garfield“s request. 


8. All ditches on Newton Street have been closed. 
9. Parking on Newton Street does not appear to be a 
problem. However, if the Town desires to post no-parking 


signs on Newton Street, Mr. Kwan would have no objection.
